COSTE’S REAL BRAVERY. 
In considering the trans-Atlantic flight of 
Dieudonne Coste, one p oint not to be overlooked 
is the remark made to Colonel Lindbergh by Jean 
Borotra, the tennis p lay er, as the two men were 
waiting at C urtiss Field for Coste to land. 
•*I think,” said Borotra, "that the greatest 
thing Coste ever did was to turn back when it 
looked as if the odds were against him on his 
first attem p t to cross the ocean.” 
That remark will bear a little examination. 
Some time ago Coste made an attem p t to fly 
across the Atlantic. He had p rep ared for it for 
months, to the accomp animent of great p ublicity . 
The French nation was waiting eagerly for him 
to take off. He had a great rep utation as a long­ 
distance fly er, and his country men were confi­ 
dent th at he could make the dangerous flight 
over the ocean. 
Finally he took off. He headed west over the 
ocean 2tnd ran into bad weather. Head winds cut 
down his sp eed. Finally , when he had just about 
reached the latitude of the Azores, Coste realized 
th at he would not be able to make it. 
So he 
calmly turned around and flew back to Paris. 


As Borotra say s, that was p robably the greatest 
thing he ever did; or, at any rate, it gives the key 
to his character better than any other act. 
It took real courage to turn around and go 
back. A lesser Aviator would not have been able 
to do it. It meant a great loss in p op ularity , a 
great outburst of p ublic criticism. It meant that 
many Frenchmen would doubt his courage. 
It 
m eant that he would be comp ared, unfavorably , 
to other fly ers who had kep t going. 
But Coste combines great daring with a cool 
head. He is one of those rare p eop le with the 
ability to realize that blind courage is not half so 
valuable as courage which is mixed with intelli­ 
gence. He is daring, but he is not a dare-devil. 
So he went back, to await another chance. 
Coste knew that the man who "doesn’t know 
when he is licked” is not quite as admirable a 
character as the crowd often thinks—not nearly 
as admirable as the man who does when he is 
licked and who quietly withdraws to make ready 
for another fight. Borotra was right. His turn­ 
ing back on his first flight is one of the brightest 
incidents on his record.

William Griffin was born, Dec. 
31, 1818, in Fay ette county , Pa., 
son of Charles and Mary Griffin, 
who moved to Indiana in 1829 
and settled in Union township , 
Rush county . On March 31, 1843, 
William married Tanzine Brack­ 
en, daughter of 
Thomas and 
Matilda 
Bracken, 
natives 
of 
Pennsy lvania, who settled near 
the Peter

farm. 
The 
Brackens of Decatur county are 
cf the same family , moving y ears 
ago to Greensburg. "Bill” Griffin, 
as known by every body , was a 
hustler and in early life devel­ 
op ed great business ability . In 
1850 he began buy ing and ship ­ 
p ing livestock and more p artic­ 
ularly mules of which he ship p ed 
an average of 8,000 a y ear and in 
one season, just p receding the 
Rebellion, he bought, sold and 
ship p ed in excess of 18,000. 
Nor did the war stop his trade, 
for during the war he bought 
carloads of mules and horses for 
the U. S. government. He was al­ 
so a dealer in hogs, cattle and 
grain. He owned the land up on

He had two sons, Marion and

June 22, 1871 and his wife later. 
Mrs. Griffin’s mother died June 
23, 1858 and her father, Feb. 22, 
1877, both members of the M. E. 
church. 
Dr. J. W. Map es was born 
March 18, 1814, in Orange coun­ 
ty , N. J., son of Parshall Map es, 
born about 179 1 in the 
same 
county and state. Benjamin Ma­ 
p les, Pashall’s father, was one 
of the first settlers in Orange 
county , before the French war 
and his father was an English 
em igrant from England, the lat­ 
ter p art of the sixteenth century . 
When Dr. Map es was about five 
y ears old his mother died of con­ 
sump tion and he was taken to 
his grandfather’s to live. They 
were very strict Presby terians 
and his grandmother gave him 
many moral lessons and taught 
him the Lbrd’s Pray er. When 9 
y ears old his father moved and 
bought land near Elmira, N. Y., 
where he married a second time, 
and five y ears later moved to 
Bedford county , Pa., where he 
died, aged 77 and known by ev­ 
ery one as "Honest Parshall,” ev­ 
en as his own father was known 
as "Honest Ben” when he died 
at the age of 9 5 y ears. 
At fourteen by m utual agree­ 
ment, John left home, with a 
father’s blessing and went out in 
the world to seek his fortune. 
Working in the summer season 
and going to school in the winter 
till about 20 y ears old, his educa- 
cation and moral habits gained

Some of the 
public works In Leguia’s program 
had to be suspended for lack of 
money , although money was bor­ 
rowed wherever it could be picked 
up.

Algiers, August 9 th, 4 P. M. to August 10th, 1:30 A. M. 
Dear Editor:— 
We were not look ing for a group of Arab tents as we approahed 
Algiers « Algeria, Africa), neither were we prepared by any of the 
travel book s with which wc encumbered ourselves to see a city of 
apartm ent houses, four and five stories in height, and office build­ 
ings of eight stories; street cars in trains of three and four; two- 
deck buses, and traffic congestion equal to Main Street on Satur­ 
day night of Free Fair week . 
, 
Algerians were once the terror of the commercial world. Sev­ 
enty-five years ago they had complete control of the Mederiter- 
ranean. 
Historians .record that more than 600,000 from all the 
nations of the earth were captured and work ed to death in chains. 
The Barbary coast was “the chamber of horrors” in all human 
history. 
Spain, England, America ’and France took a hand in the 
attem pt to subdue these pirates, but to France goes the credit of 
having tamed the outlaws. 
As our ¿hip entered the harbor we 
saw the old stone wall break water built by 30,000 Christian slaves 
during a period of three years. 
Now French soldiers are omni­ 
present. 
I could not obtain figures for the five provinces^of 
northern Africa controlled by France, but in four of the five 
provinces there is an army of occupation composed of 153,536 
soldiers. This means that there is one soldier to every 44 of the 
population. 
Algiers is divided into two parts — the Arabian quarter and 
the French quarter, with a total population of 226,218. The view 
of the city from the pier is spectacular. It consists of the Boule­ 
vard de la Republique built about 50 feet above the harbor, stone 
and concrete, 3,700 feet long, at a cost of $15,000,000. Back of the 
Boulevard is the municipal park , mak ing a beautiful setting for 
the government buildings. 
Farther in the back ground are the 
French stores with their Moorish arches, and up the steep hill the 
terraced streets of the Arabian quarters, and still farther in the 
back ground the dim outlines of the mountains. 
The Boulevard de la République is reached either by long 
flights of steps or by an elevator (the latter -method costs 20 
centimes, less than a half of one cent). 
Upon our arrival we 
boarded a tram car for the museum, 5 miles from the center of the 
city. The fare was 9 0 centimes (approx imatelv 3à cents)/ There 
was one thing in particular we wished to see there: The plaster 
cast of the Christian martyr, Geronimo, writhing in death. 
He 
was k illed in 1569 by being put alive into a block of concrete, which 
was afterwards built into the wall of a fort. 
In 1853 when the 
fort was dismantled, the block was found in the ex act place Haedo, 
a Spanish writer, had written that it would be found. The block 
contained a perfect mould of tjie m artyr’s face and figure, show­ 
ing the cords with which his hands and feet had been bound. By 
filling the cavity with plaster of paris the model now shown in the 
museum was prepared. 
However, we met with the first disap­ 
pointment of the trip thus far — the museum was closed for the 
summer, and we had to content ourselves with glimpses of the cast 
thru the glass of the doors. The tram ride, nevertheless, was not 
time wasted. 
The museum overlook s the magnificent botanical, 
gardens of Algiers, approx imately a mile square, containing one 
of the world’s greatest ex hibits of flowers, shrubs and trees. We 
walk ed thru the garden to a street car line on the harbor side 
of the garden, thence back to the public square and up the wind­ 
ing streets into the native quarter. 
Here the widest streets are not more than 10 feet, but look 
much narrower, due to the construction of the houses with bal­ 
conies overhanging the narrow sidewalk s. 
Some of the balconies 
almost touch, mak ing it impossible for very much sunlight to reach 
the tiny booths and shops on the street level. There is no danger 
of getting lost in this section. Tak e any street going up and one 
finally emerges at Kasba, the former palace of the Deys. The build­ 
ing is now in ruins, ex cept the central court and the throne room. 
Descend any street and one finally emerges at the Place du Gov­ 
ernment in the center of the city. No words or photographic film 
could portray this native quarter. 
Literally thousands pushing 
their way thru the alley-lik e streets, and other thousands sitting 
in doorways, sleeping on the sidewalk s, drink ing Turk ish coffee in 
oetite coffee shops. 
We saw banty-legged Arabs, Mohammedan 
women with their veils and the mark of ownership tattooed ,on 
their foreheads, ram-rod lik e Bedouins, Kalougis with complex ions 
that suggested dried Mack arel, and Kabeles with big gas-bag trous­ 
ers that look ed as if they were just ready for an ascension. Ori­ 
ental colors in costumes were vivid-reds, deep browns, brilliant 
yellows and orange. 
1 
v 
Perhaps the quaintest place in the Arab quarters were the res­ 
te urants. In America the k itchen is placed in the rear of the din­ 
ing room, hidden by a screen or a wall. In Arab-town the cook ing 
is done in the doorways — stoves, pots, pans — all right on the 
thresholds. To get into the dining room one must push his way 
past the hot stoves and the greasy cook s. 
Having been warned 
not to remain in the native quarter after dark , we descended into 
the French quarter for our dinner. 
After enjoying a European 
dinner, served on side-walk tables overlook ing the sea, we spent 
the hours from 8 to 10 visiting the Parisian shops along the Boule­ 
vard de» la Republique. In the public square we heard a symphony 
orchestra, but it did not play the melody we wanted “The End of 
a Perfect Day.” 
The following morning we were ashore by 6:30 o’clock and over 
in the city in time for coffee and rolls, followed by an hour and a 
half tax i ride to Mustapha Supérieur, the fine residential section 
about five miles from the business district; the summer palace of 
the French governor; to the snow-white Mohammedan mosques; 
to the oldest Catholic church in Algiers, and then on foot thru the 
Arabian section for the second time. 
At 10:30 A. M. we were 
aboard the ship and on our way to Athens. 
Before landing I had five dollars changed into French currency 
—125 Francs or 125 centimes. 
After sightseeing for ten hours, 
buying two meals ashore, and purchasing a number of Algerian 
souvenirs made in Paris, we had left 39 Francs and 25 centimes 
($1.57). If we can do as well everywhere we shall be on speak ing 
terms with the bank ers upon our return. 
We noticed that Algiers lack ed just one thing to give it the final 
touch of modernity, about 50 miniature golf courses. We did not 
however, record this on the debit side against Algiers after reading 
in the New York Herald the statement of Will Rogers that with 
the golf craze in America the nex t generation will grow upright 
to the hips and then turn off at right angles with arm hanging 
down, and that in two generations man will be back where he 
started from, thus proving that Darwin was right. In Algiers we 
saw primitive man living a stone’s throw from his^O th century 
neighbor. The greatest change that 30 centuries have made is in 
the m atter of cleanliness, not in posture. The city-dwelling Arab 
needs a few golf courses to tak e him out of his dark , dirty streets 
into the purity and beauty of the out-of-doors, and to learn that 
cleanliness — not pilgrimages to Mecca — is nex t to Godliness.

.'. In considering the trans-Atlantic flight of 
tfieudonne Coste, one point not to be overlooked 
is the remark made to Colonel Lindbergh by Jean 
-Borotra, the tennis player, as the two men were 
'waiting at'Curtiss Field for Coste to land. 


"I think," said. Borotra, "that the greatest 


thing Coste ever did, was to turn back when it 
looked as if the odds were against him on his 
first attempt to cross the ocean." 


That remark will bear a little .examination. 
Some time ago Coste made an attempt to fly 


across the Atlantic. He had prepared for it for 
months, to toe accompaniment of great publicity. 
The French nation was waiting eagerly for him 
to take oft. He had a great reputation as a long- 
distance flyer, and his countrymen were confi- 
dent that he could make the dangerous flight 
.over the ocean. 


Finally he took off. He headed west over the 


ocean and ran into bad weather. Head winds cut 
idown his speed. Finally, when he had just about 
reached the latitude of the Azores, Coste realized 
that he would not be able to make it. So he 
calmly turned around and flew back to Paris. 


As Borotra says, that was probably the greatest 


thing he ever did; or, at any rate, it gives the key 
to his character better than any other act. 


It took real courage to turn around and go 


back. A lesser Aviator would not have been able 
to do it. Itj meant a great loss in popularity, a 
great outburst of public criticism. It meant tha 
many Frenchmen would doubt his courage. I 
meant that he would be compared, unfavorably 
to other flyers who had kept going.

for another fight. Borotra was right. His turn-

This family .must''not be con-

Many early 
Virginia .families nutated to 
Kentucky and from there to In- 
diana.

John Reese was born hi Fay-

They were mar- 
ried in that state and were 
among the first settlers of Fay- 
ette county, Pa. John Reese grew 
up on a farm and chose fanning 
as an occupation. He began life 
poor, but by industry acquired a 
large landed estate. In 1850, he 
married Nancy A. Gray, daugh- 
ter of James and Mary (Nickell) 
Gray. She was born in Union 
township, where she died hi Feb. 
1868. To this marriage,

Thomas Richey hi Union county 
and there rented a farm, on 
which there was a grist mill.

Interesting Description of Trip Now Being Made by 


Rev. and Mrs. C. I. Stepheason, of This City. 


Monday, August 11, 1930. 


Algiers, August 9th, 4 P. M. to .August 10th, 1:30 A. M.

We were not looking for a group of Arab tents as we approahed 


Algiers (Algeria, Africa), neither were we prepared by any of the 
travel books with which we encumbered ourselves to see a city of 
apartment housas, four and five stories in height, and office build- 
ings of eight stories; street cars in trams of three and four; two- 
deck buses, and traffic congestion equal to Main Stree't on Satur- 
day night of Free Fair week. 


Algerians were once the terror of the commercial world. Sev- 


enty-five years ago they had complete control of the Mederiter- 
ranean. Historians .record that more than 600,000 from all the 
nations of the earth were captured and worked to death in chains. 
The Barbary"-coast was "the chamber of horrors" in all human 
history. Spain, England, America'and France took a hand in the 
attempt to subdue these pirates, but to France goes the credit of 
having tamed the outlaws. As our dhip entered the harbor we 
saw the old stone wall breakwater built by 30,000 Christian slaves 
during a period of three years. Now French soldiers are omni- 
present. 
I could not obtain figures for the five provinces' of 


northern Africa controlled by France, but in four of the five 
provinces there is an army of occupation composed of 153,536 
soldiers. This means that there is one soldier to every 44 of the 
population. 


Algiers is divided into two jparts — the Arabian quarter and 


the French quarter, with a total population of 226,218. The view 
of the city from the pier is spectacular. It consists of the Boule- 
vard de la Republique built about 50 feet above the harbor, stone 
and concrete, 3,700 feet long, at a cost of $15,000,000. Back of the 
Boulevard is the municipal park, making a beautiful setting for 
the government buildings. Farther in the background are the 
French stores with their Moorish arches, and up the steep hill the 
terraced streets of the Arabian quarters, and still farther in the 
background the dim outlines of the mountains. 


The Boulevard de la Republique is reached either by long 


flights, of steps or by an elevator .(the latter -method costs 20 
centimes, less than- a half of one cent). Upon our arrival we 
boarded a tram car for the museum, 5 miles from the center of the 
city. The fare was 90 centimes (approximately 3i cents)/ There 
was one tiling in particular we wished to see there: The plaster 
cast of the Christian martyr, Geronimo, writhing ^in death. He 
was killed in 1569 by being put alive into a block of concrete, which 
was afterwards built into the w'all of a fort. In 1853 when the 
fort was dismantled, the block was found in the exact place Haedo, 
a Spanish writer, had written that it would be found; • The block 
contained a perfect mould of the martyr's face and figure, show- 
ing the cords with which his hands and feet had been bound. By 
filling the cavity with plaster of paris the model now shown in the 
museum was prepared. However, we met with the first- disap- 
pointment of the trip thus far — the museum was closed for the 
summer, and we had to content ourselves with glimpses of the cast 
thru the glass of the doors. The tram ride, nevertheless, was not 
time wasted. The museum overlooks the magnificent botanicaL 
gardens 'of Algiers, approximately a mile square, containing one 
of the world's greatest exhibits of flowers, shrubs and trees. We 
walked thru the garden to a street car line on the harbor side 
of the garden, thence back to the public square and up the wind- 
ing streets into the native quarter. 


Here the widest streets are not more than 10 feet, but look 


much .narrower, due to the construction of the houses with bal- 
conies overhanging the narrow sidewalks. Some of the balconies 
almost touch, making it impossible for very much sunlight to reach 
the tiny booths and shops on the street level. There is no danger 
of getting lost in this section. Take any street going up and one 
finally emerges at Kasba, the former palace of the Deys. The build- 
ing is now hi ruins, except the central court and the throne room. 
Descend fiiy street and one finally emerges at the Place du Gov- 
ernment in the center of the city. No words or photographic film 
could portray this native quarter. Literally thousands pushing 
their way thru the -alley-like streets, and other thousands sitting 
in doorways, sleeping on the sidewalks, drinking Turkish coffee in 
petite" coffee shops. We saw banty-legged Arabs, Mohammedan 
women with their veils and the mark of ownership tattooed,on 
their foreheads, ram-rod like Bedouins, Kaloiigis with complexions 
that suggested dried Mackarel, and Kabeles with big gas-bag trous- 
ers that looked as if they were just ready for an ascension. Ori- 
ental colors in costumes were vivid-reds, deep browns, brilliant 
yellows and orange.

Perhaps the quaintest place hi the Arab quarters were the res- 


trurants. In America the kitchen is placed in the rear of the din- 
ing room, hidden by a screen or a wall. In Arab-town the cooking 
is done in the doorways — stoves, pots, pans — all right on the 
thresholds. To get into the dining room one must push his way 
past the hot stoves and the greasy cooks. Having been warned 
not to remain in the native quarter after dark, we descended into 
the French quarter for our dinner." After enjoying .a European 
dinner, served' on side-walk tables overlooking the sea, we spent 
the hours from 8 to 10 visiting the Parisian shops along the Boule- 
vard de>la Republique. In the public square we heard a symphony 
orchestra, but it did not play the melody, we wanted "The End of 
a Perfect Day." 


The following morning .we were ashore by. 6:30 o'clock and over 


in the city in time for coffee and rolls, followed by an hour and a 
half taxi ride to Mustapha Superieur, the fine residential section 
aBout five miles from the business district; the summer palace bf 
the French governor; to the snow-white Mohammedan-mosques; 
to the oldest Catholic church in Algiers, and then on foot thru the 
Arabian section for the second time. At 10:30 A. M. we were 
aboard the ship and on our way to Athens. 


Before landing I had five dollars changed into French currency 


—125 Francs or 125 centimes. After sightseeing for ten hours, 
buying two meals ashore, and purchasing .a number bf Algerian 
souvenirs made in Paris, we had left 39 Francs and 25-centimes 
($1.57). If we can do as well everywhere we shall be on speaking 
terms with ttie -bankers upon our return. 


We noticed that Algiers lacked just one thing to give it the final 


touch of modernity, about 50 miniature golf courses. We did not 
however, record this on the debit side against-Algiers after'reading 
in the New York Herald the statement of Will Rogers "that-with 
the golf craze in America the next generation will grow upright 
to the hips and then turn off at right angles with arm hanging 
down, and that in two generations man will be back where he 
started from, thus proving that Darwin was right. In Algiers we 
saw primitive man living a stone's throw from his ,20th century 
'neighbor. 'The greatest change that 30 centuries have made is in 
the matter of cleanliness, not in posture. The city-dwelling Arab 
needs a few golf courses to take "him out of his dark, dirty streets 
into the purity and beauty of the out-of-doors, and to learn that 
cleanliness — not pilgrimages to Mecca — is next to Godliness. .
